MEN’S RIGHTS. 


Shall They Open Théir 
Wives’ Letters? 


A Social Problem Which is Agi- 
tating Marital Circles. 


What the Matrons of St. Louisa 
Think About the Matter. 


Interviews With Some of the Most Promi- 
nent Ladies in St. Louis—A Controversy 
Started in France Which Has Extended 
to St. Louis Social Circles—An Almost 
Unanimous Opinion That the Husband 
Can, but Should Not. 


One of the absorbing questions in every 
newly-organized household was recently the 
subject of discussion by some of the legal and 
literary lights of France. Have husbands a 
right to open their wives’ letters? The bar of 
France came to the conclusion that under the 
law they had. But the ladies of France set 
up a wild protest. They denounced the 
law and its administrators, wept. and 
wailed over the ‘‘slavery of women“ and act- 
ed in that unreasonable manner which is sup- 
posed to be characteristic of the weaker sex. 

The protests of the ladies will not alter the 
law; but they have opened the question of the 
advisability of the hushands taking advantage 
of their rights on any but extraordinary occa- 
sions. The ladies of St. Louis have had the 
matter under consideration and they have 
almost unanimously arrived at the conclusion 
that while the husband possesses the right he 
is just as mean as he can be it he takes advan- 
tage of it. They agree pretty well also 
on the point that if the hus- 
band has the right to open his 
wife’s letters an equal privilege should be ex- 
tendea her over his correspondence. The 
PosT- DISPATCH has obtained the views of some 
ofthe best-known matrons of St. Louis on this 
point, and here presents them forthe edifica- 
tion of the newly-married, who may be just at 
present wréstling with this great social prob-

UMPIRES WHO DISAGREE ON THE “SHOUL- 
a DER-AND-KNEE” RULE. 


How Managers Watch Their Players on the 
Road—The Cincinnatis, a Modest Club— 
The Referee Seheme Indorsed—Gossip 
and Chat Among the Ball Playeré—Me- 
lange of Atletico News;--Turner Matters 
The Fistel Club--Sporting Gossip. 


The opening game of the championship sea- 
don in this city was delayed by the rain, and 
the visiting club, the Cincinnatis, found the 
time hang heavily on their hands, All they 
could do was to sit around the lobby of 
the hotel, play billiards, gossip, and talk 
about their friends and discuss the 
abilities of this, or that player. 
Aung ball- players the new code 
of playing rules, forms an inexhaustible 
theme of conversation, and there are about as 
many different opinions of them ag there are 
individual players in the profession. The main 
interest centers in the pitching revisions and 
their effect upon the batting averages. The 
majority of players from whom opinions have 
been extracted are in favor of the new pitch- 
ing rules, and for the reason probably that 
the majority of them are not of the hard- 
hitting order of batters. The heavy-hitters 
area unit in their condemnation of the new 
system as they are one and all confident that 
it will have the effeet of reducing their aver- 
ages, or, if not that exactiy, of lifting poor 
hitters up to their level or maybe above it. 
The members of the Cincinnati team are gen- 
erally in favor of the new code so far as they 
have seen it in operation, and are of the 
opinion that good ball- players will sustain 
themselves under ite restrictions and will be 
quoted as high in the market for baill- 
players next season as last. There is a new 
point on the interpretation of a certain section 
of the revised ruling which has not probably 
been published as yet, and which will doubt- 
less prove the cause of more or less wrangling 
between the umpire and the pitchers when the 
season is fully under way. The rule referred to 
is No. 23,defining a fair ball. and it reads as fol- 


lows:*‘‘A fair ball isa ball delivered by the 
panes standing wholly within the lines of 

is Osition and facing the batsman, 
the all, so delivered, to pass over 
the home base not lower than the batsman's 
knee, nor higher than his shoulder. This 
reading seems to be very plain and capable of 
butone interpretation, but two umpires have 
already differed in tne matter. One case oc- 
curred at Cincipnatiin the game between the 
Browns and the Chicagos, when Boyle 
8 McQuade, who is acknowledged to 
o one of the best umpires in the country, 
called balls on Boyle when the sphere passed 
on a level with the batsman’s shoulder. 
McQuade holds that unless the ball 
passes between the knee and the shoulder 
the rule requires that a ball be called. 
Doescher, the League umpire, on the contrary 
argues the other way, and claims that a 
strike should be called unless the ball is higher 
or lower than the shoulder or knee. Here isa 
point for Nick Young to decide,

This pian is an ex- 
cellent one, but it may be news to Mutrie to 
know that some of his pets return as early as 
10 0’clock for their keys, are checked off in 
regular order and after ascending in the ele- 
vator to their rooms, as it were, return by the 
stairway when all is quiet, and come back 
with the small hours. John Kelly says his 
plan is to wait up for the boys, and hammer at 
their doors until the whole club is housed, but 
even this plan is easily circumvented by the 
ingenious players who rack their brains for 
schemes to outwit their keepers.

The choice ofthe bar as a profession was 
abandoned by Reade during his life of travel 
and indecision. He was 35 years old before 
he essayed authorship, and had done no lit- 
erary work before that time except to make 
notes for subsequent use. 

It should not be forgotten that Charles 


Reade, as soon as he persuaded himself that 
de was an undeveloped author, was seized 
{ with the conviction thatthe drama was his 

eld, and the conviction clung to him through 


life, despite the fact that his later fame as a 
novelist completely obscured his moderate 
reputation as a dramatist. As soon ashe 
prepared himself for systematic work he 
began to write dramas for the stage, 
which no manager would accept and no 
actor would play. He accumulated thirteen 
of these manuscript plays before his bad luck 
**‘Worse still, as his manuscripts 
proved sterile, in like proportion his creditors 
grew importunate.’’ 

Before Reaae obtained recognition as a 
writer he formed a friendship for Mrs. Sey- 


mour, an actress who was playing at the Hay- 


market Theater. He obtained his first meet- 
ing with her forthe purpose of reading one of 
his plays, and being affronted at her remarks 
about it, he left her presence abruptly. A 
few hours later she wrote him a polite note, 
melosing £5 as a loan and asking him to call 
upon heragain. He called immediately and 
returned her £5. This acquaintance, with 
such a singular beginning, resulted in a 
romantic attachment which lasted till 
Mrs. Seymour’s death. Reade remained 
a bachelor through lite. He, Mrs. 
Seymour and her husband occupied the same 
house on Bolton Row. There are reasons for 
‘Delieving that the mutual attachment was 
honorable, but the tongue of gossip was quick 
to proclaim a liaison between two persons 
whose relationship was peculiar and unusual 
in the eyes of the world. This memoir repels 
in the strongest language the imputation of 
4mproper relations. 
In a diary written by Reade in 1852, one mem- 
‘Orandum is a regularly made out bill, entitled, 
**Charies Reade, in account with literature. 
From this it appears that he had expended 
$20,000 in brains and about $57 in pens, ink, 
paperand copying, and had received nota 
penny in return. At that time he was 38 years 
old and had not written his first novel. 
Reade’s first dramatic success was Gold,“ 
which was presented at the Drury Lane Thea- 
ter, but the success was only moderate. His 
reputation as a novelist was established on 
firm ground in 1856 by the publication of ‘‘It Is 
Never Too Late to Mend, though Peg Wot- 
fington’’ and ‘‘Christie Johnson’’ had already 
Deen published. After this his struggles and 
financial embarrassments were at an end. But 
the author could not accept the public dictum 
goto his true literary mission. His readers 
regarded him asa great novelist with an inci- 
dental capacity for writing indifferent plays. 
He regarded himself as primarily a dramatist, 
with a subordinate talent for writing novels. 
In his own estimation the stage was 
Something higher than fiction; a good 
Arama was better than a good novel.

The WORLD 
remarked, with singular. force, that he 
labored under the preposterous delusion that 
he was destitute of imagination. It was this 
disbelief in himself which caused him to ac- 
cumulate masses of police evidence, 
other material, never, Happily for his reputa- 
tion, to be utilized. The dread of missing 
some good thing caused him to waste at least 
three hundred hours per annum on scissors- 


and · paste work, so that evehtually, when he 


came to catalogue and classify all this oon - 
geries of information, the headings alone 
covered twelve pages of printed matter in 
double columns, The matter itself was 
stored in guard-bodks and digests, and is 
mostly of the sort specially adapted to 
anecdotal journalism. 

The license accorded to famous writers has 
its limite, and when Reade finished the manu- 
script oft A Terrible Temptation, the pub- 
lishers, who had been so éager for his previous 
works, were afraid of it. Here are the author's 
refiections on the incident: 

A successful author! My story, ‘A Terrible 
Temptation,’ declined by all the publishers 1 
offered itto. Smith, with compliments, says 
he is afraid to publish it. 

Chapman, who was hot on it, now says 
nothing. He, or his wife, has read it. 

J forsee that the librarians will all band 
against it, as usual; and at 57 years of age, plen- 
ty of hot water coming. Well. itis one more 
fight; that is all; for fight Imust, or be crushed 
entirely. And this is what they call a ‘lucky 
writer!’ ’’ 

Those who have read A Terrible Tempta- 
tion’’ will not be astonished at the unwilling- 
ness of publishers to take hold of it. It was 
finally published by Chapman & Hall, who 
gave $1,800 for it, though $10,000 had been paid 
tor Foul Play, and $7,500 for ‘Griffith 
Gaunt.’’ 

The greatest sorrow of Charles Reade’s life 
was entailed by the death of Mrs. Seymour 
in 1879. His regard for this woman, whether 
mere friendship orasentiment more tender 
and less innocent, was a sustaining force 
in his life and work. When the object 
of it was gone, he was not the same 
man. The Memoir thus describes his 
grief in high-flown and exaggerated 
language: It was an awful blow. No words 
that could be penned are able to describe its 
force and intensity. To tell the tale of the 
mighty agony of a majestic spirit would need 
the genius of an Eschylus, or the brain that 
could conceive a Lear. Such extravagance 
of statement is surely absurd; but after the 
sad event, the author’s life wasspentin an 
unlifting shadow. He died in 1884, of a gen- 
eral break-down of his system, superinduced 
by over - work, Cisappointment and grief. 

A closing comment is to be made on 
the style and the critical judgments 
of the Memoir. It is written by two 
men; and while some of the writing is fairly 
good, a large part of the book is written in a 
pedantic and execrable style. One cannot un- 
derstand why an educated compiler with any 
conception of correct writing used so many 
Latin and French wordsin an English book. 
The reader must beware of the critical 
part of the Memoir, especially the com- 
parative criticism relating to the subject 
of the volume. The authors are blinded 
with an admiration for Charles Reade and his 
work which amounts to hero-worship; and 
this is so dominant that the critical judg- 
ments expressed are to be rejected as unre- 
liable, if not worthless. The real value of the 
book, which is truly great, lies in its ample 
fund of facts and reminiscences about Charles 
Reade; and many of these are supplied by frag- 
mentary diaries written by himself.

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CYCLONE RAVAGES. 
| . NIGHT STORM. 


Ruin Wrought in Three States—Appears First 
in Kansas—Shoulders Into Missouri and 
Seatters Death Over Vernon County—A 
Side Issue in ArKansas—Collateral Dem- 

' enetration in Kentucky. 


Forr Scorr, Kan., April 23.—On Thurs- 
day evening this section was visited by 
‘a heavy windstorm, but the full force of 
‘the wind was not felt in this city. At Prescott, 
linn County, a cyclone destroyed 
eyery house in the town and many 
farm houses in the vicinity. A funnel- 
shaped cloud was seen approaching 
Prescott at about 6 o’clock in the evening, and 
as it grew nearer hall and raia fell. The house 
of Deck Harkness was lifted from its founda- 
tions and carried 200 yards. When it dropped 
in the orchard every member of the family 
was injured. Mrs. Flinn’s house, four miles 
from Prescott, was knocked down, com- 
pletely wrecked and four inmates 
mortally « injured. Jake Brock, wife 
and son were. fatally hurt by the 
fall of their house. Will McRold and child 
were killed. Five miles northest of Prescott 
W. 8. Bogart and family took refuge in a cel- 
lar, where five cows fell upon them and in- 
jured all seriously. 

For a @istance of twenty-two miles from 
Prescoté only one house is known to have 
stood the storm. All of the houses left stand- 
ing in the town were struck by flying timbers, 
and in some cuses the timbers went through 
the building. 

AT MIAMI JUNCTION, 
five miles from Prescott, seventeen persons 
are said to have been killed and every house 
destroyed. In Bourbon County numbers were 
injured. A family ‘named Mills, living in 
Missouri. ten miles from Fort Scott, was wiped 
out of existence. Four were caught by the 
eycione while running to a place of safety and 
huried down a well. A stone residence of 
Samuel Coles was razed to the ground. 
COLONY, ANDERSON COUNTY, KAN., 

was badly damaged. From that point the 
storm proceeded northeastward, and struck 
Blue Mound, in Linn County, and wrecked 
twenty houses. The storm proceeded then 
to Prescott, taking everything in its path. 
Farm houses all along the line were demol- 
ished. 


The Cyclone in Missouri. 

NEVADA, Mo., April 23.—The cyclone, which 
did so much damage in Kansas, approached 
Vernon County from the direction of Fort Scott. 
It struck Richland Township from the south- 


west and passed northeast, going through the 
southern part of Metz, Osage, Blue Mound 
and Bacon Townships, missing Schell — 4 N 
town two and one-half miles to the south of 
this place. Hail-stones the size of goose eggs 
fell, and in Metz Township twenty-five hail- 
stones went through Macon Bouse’s barn. 

They also embedded themselves in the 
ground to a depth of three inches. 

IN OSAGE 

Mrs. L. C. Shrout was severely injured. Geo. 
Chaney’s house was demolished along with 
others, and Mamie, aged 7 vears, was killed. 
The Miller family were injured as was told of 

esterday in these dispatches. Thos. Haw- 
kine’ house was destroyed and Mr. Hawkins 
was found 100 yards away from the «jte 
seriously injured. Mrs. Hawkins 
so badly hurt she will die. Their 1-vear- old 
child was carried 200 yards and was found un- 
hurt. Houses were torn from their founda- 
tions and entirely wrecked wherever the 
cyclone struck them. 

Frank Haworth’s house,three miles south of 
Schell City, was demolished. John High’s 
house was blown down and he was crushed to 
death; his wife and child were injured; 
the latter will dle. Gibson 
and family were at supper when 
the storm lifted their house, twisted it about, 
tore ott aside and dumped them on the prai- 
rie. A little girl’s arm was broken, otherwise 
the family escaped without injury. 

AT BLAINE. 

Near Blaine many houses were destroyed, 
— the damage about Sheldon was consider- 
able. 

The heaviest storm passed over Nevada 
about 2 o’clock Friday morning, but the dam- 
age done was comparatively slight. A number 
of houses were damaged, but no one was seri- 
ously injured. 

MORE MISSOURI DETAILS. 

RICR HILL, Mo., April 28.—No damage was 
done here by the cyclone, but west and south 
of this place to the State line almost every 
building was torn to pieces for a width of halt 
a mlle. In the vicinity of Hume and Sprague 
six persons were killed. The entire county is 
strewn with wrecks of buildings, dead cows, 
hogs, horses, poultry, bed clothing and wearing 
——— The storm divided its forces ten 
miles south of Rich Hill, the strongest detach- 
ment going north to Vernon County. Humble 
Station on the Missouri Pacific Railroad was 
left with only one house standing. Dr. Smith’s 
family were injured by the fall of their house 
eight miles west of Rich Hill. Mrs. Smith will 
die. Mrs. Ryan and her two children were 
seriously hurt. Miles Miller, wife ahd child, 
living three miles west of Sprague were 
killed. Farm houses belonging to Sam Porter, 
George Hibler, L. Marinon, J. Baugh, H. 
Overman, Geo. Daniels, Sam Bealey, L. C. 
Robinson, Robt. Robinson and Wm. Pettit 
were demolished. 


Destruction in Arkansas. 


CLARKSVILLE, Ark., April 23.—Yesterday 
morning at 7:30 o’clock a cyclone swept 
through this (Johnson) County, but 
did not injure Clarksville. P. M. 


Turner’s house, three miles north of 
this place, was blown down and the 
family buried in the ruins. Mrs. Turner was 
killed, others were seriously injured, and P. 
N. Turner willdie. The Stiliwell church and 
school-house were annihilated. J. M. Reed’s 
daughter was caught in the ruins of their 
house and dreadfully mangied. Everything 
inthe shape of a house, barn or fence was 
blown to splinters. A daughter of G. D. 
Rowsey was killed by the fall of a house. 
J. D. Petitt’s family were caught in 
theruins of Wm. Williams’ house where they 
had gone for shelter and their little daughter 
was killed. Mrs. Ben Carleton was badly 
hurt. One of W. P. Blackburn’s family was 
mashed beyond recognition by the fall of their 
home. In the vicinity of Coal Hill many 
houses were destroyed. A mass-meeting of 
citizens of Clarksville will be heid to-night to 
— tor the relief of the homeless and dis- 
essed. 


Where It Came From. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., April 23.—The cyclone 
which visited the valley of the Arkansas be- 
tween Ft. Smith and Clarksville gathered in 
the Indian Territory. It Was high in the air 


until itstruck the Ozark Mountains, where it 
struck the earth. From Ozark to Clarksville 
it trailed along the ground, and near the last- 
named place rose and disappeared to the north- 
east. As far as learned not more than twen 
have been killed, but many are injured. All 
the physicians on the Arkansas Valley route, 
in Western Arkansas, have been called to the 
assistance of the suffering. 

Reports received from Ozark say the eyclone 
passed up the canon east of the town, where 
the funnel dipped and for a space of 
800 yards wide spread devastation. 
The residence of James Worthy was de- 
stroyed ; he was caught in the ruins and fatally 
hurt.

By a Disappointed Patron.

Boston, April 23.—A novel legal question 
came up in the trial of Charles R. and Hannah 
J. Ross before Judge Parmenter yesterday. 
The Rosses are Spiritualists and drove a 
thriving trade in the materialization business 
at their home on Ooncord street, until raided 
by the police, last week, and arrested on a 
charge of getting money from Clara J. Crom- 


bie under false pretense. Miss Crompie paid $1 
for the sake of seeing a deceased lover who 
did not appear as advertised. Lieut. Walker, 
wholed the raid, said he seized the parapher- 
nalia used by the mediums at the seance, con- 
sisting of old skirts and other clothing, masks, 
wigs and false whiskers. testified to cap- 
turing several alleged spirits and finding 
them of a substantial nature. The defense 
ut in no evidence. It was arg- 
ued that in spite of the evidence 
that the charge of one dollar had been 
obtained by some fraudulent device or fraud, 
had not been proved. In a case indictable 
under a charge of obtaining money by false 
pretenses the action must precede the pay- 
ment of the money. The complainant had 
testified that she believed she was to see spir- 
itualistic manifestations, but she did 
not prove what a spiritualized form 
was, and she was unable to give an 
idea of what she expected to see as 
representing such a form. For the prosecn- 
tion, Lawyer Holland claimed that the pay- 
ment of money, whether before or after the 
time of devise or trick, made no difference 
any more than in gambling, where a payment 
of money is made for chips and the dupe is 
cheated afterwards. Judge Parmenter said 
that the complainant visited the seance 
in the full belief that the deceased 
friends would appear in materialized form. 
Whether there was truth or not in such 
belief, if was not forthe Court to decide. It 
did not resemble a game of three-card monte, 
where the dupe is permitted to win in order 
that he might continue to play, but it seems 
that a deception was practiced on the sensi- 
bilities and a degree of griefand suffering was 
brought on an innocent person. If the law 
had no weapon to cover such an offense, it 
wasapity. Decision was reserved.

A LAME DEPENSE. 

The Boston Herald, in the course of an 
elaborate defense of the proposed Russian 
extradition treaty, takes the ground that 
it concedes to Russia no more than we 
would consider due to the United States 
from Russia if anarchists should attempt 
to break up our Government and should 
escape to Russia after inaugurating a 
reign of terror and wholesale murder in 
our cities, or if a GuITEAU or a BOOTH 
should take refuge in Russia after assas- 
sinating one of our Presidents. 

The fatal defeot of this defense is that 
the suggested parallel does not fit the 
treaty. Boots and GUITEAU were identi- 
fied with no revolfitionary movement or 
organization. All parties in this country 
disavowed their acts. They were recog- 
nized by all parties as merely wurderers, 
acting upon the isolated promptings of 
their own personal passions and with no 
palliation for their crimes but the more or 
less unbalanced condition of their minds. 
GUITEAU and his victim belonged to the 
same political party. In the.absence of 


gress can provide for the surrender of such 
murderers as they or the Haymarket 
bomb-throwers on the demand of any 
country in which they are accused of 
murder. 

But this new Russian treaty simply de- 
prives us of the right to distinguish be- 
tween such crimes and political offenses. 
It pledges us in effect to treat open, 
armed and organized rebellion as com- 
mon murder, and notas a political of- 
fense; for it provides substantially that 
any Polish rebel implicated in any way in 
the killing or attempted killing ofthe Czar, 
or any of his kindred, shall not be regarded 
as guilty of a political offense and shall 
be surrendered asa common murderer, 
Moreover, it makes our Government one of 
the jailors or guards of Russia's political 
prisoners in Siberia by ‘ pledging us to 
surrender them as mere forgers if they 
manage to escape to this country on 
forged or false papers or passports. 

It is inconceivable that any national 
party will dare to go before the people de- 
fending any such degradation of our Gov- 
ernment or any such abject repudiation 
of American principles. No reference to 
Bootu, GUITEAU or the Haymarket and 
no incident in the history of our country 
can be pleaded in justification of this 
amazing treaty without insulting the in- 
telligence of the average voter. 

— — — — 
JUDICIAL USURPATION. 

The interstate commerce law empowers 
the Commission, and nobody else, to au- 
thorize railroads to charge more for the 
short than the longer haul in special cases, 
between specified points after investi- 
gating the merits of each particular case. 
And even the Commission, as it has offi- 
cially declared, has no power to authorize 
any road to disregard the long-and-short- 
haul provision generally. Exceptin the 
special cases wherein the Commission has 
suspended the operation of that provision 
as to specified points on a road, the latter 
must disregard the provision at its own 
peril, and all United States courts are 
bound to enforce the penalties for disre- 
garding it. 

But in the absence of any authority 
from the Commission, Judge PARDEE, it 
seems, has ordered the receivers ap- 
pointed by him in charge of the Texas & 
Pacific Road, to ignore the long-and-short- 
haul provision generally, and to charge a 
greater aggregate for the short haul 
whenever and wherever they choose, He 
did this upon an ex parte hearing, without 
listening to a word of protest or argument 
against it. 

Plainly his action was not only in vio- 
lation of all judicial methods and pro- 
prieties, but it was a bold usurpation of 
power conferred upon no court.

If the pooled monopolies 
had not been so greedy for exhorbitant 
prices and profits, or so eager to keep 
wages down and take bread out of the 
mouth of American labor, the iron and 
steel we are buying abroad would have 
been produced at home at a profit far 
greater than any foreign e dreams 
of exacting. . 
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Ip German officials have inveigled a 
French Commissary of Police across the 
line and arrested him, or even if they 
have seized this M. SCHNABELES on French 
soil and taken hima prisoner across the 
line, the German Governnfent can easily 
disavow their act and make the proper 
explanation and amende. Had BISMARCK 
himself instigated this arrest deliberately, 
to provoke the French people and goad 
the French press into a fury, he would not 
permit such a small affair to attain the 
dignity of a casus belli, the opening inci- 
dent of a great historic war between the 
two greatest military powers of Europe. 
The excitement growing out of this little 
affair, however, shows how critical the 
situation between them is, how intently 
all eyes are watching for the first sound 
ofthe expected war, and how small a 
spark is thought sufficient to start the 
conflagration. 


STATESMAN ED BUTLER, who may be 
supposed to know as much about the 
matter as some other people, expresses 
the opinion that the names fraudulently 
added to the registration lists were in- 
serted for use in nominating candidates 
at the party primaries, and not to be 
voted at the regular election.

He condemns all this unqualifiediy, condemns 
having the children of Boston used any 
longer as an ageney for promoting’’ the 
adoption of the metrie system, which not one 
in three hundred will ever use; and holds up 
the modern arithmetic as ‘‘a bastard arithme- 
tic which fails to perform the true function of 
that study in our publie schools, namely, to 
produce accuracy and a reasonable degree of 
facility in numerical operations, while wast- 
ing the time of the pupils, perplexing their 
minds, worrying their tempers, rasping their 
nerves, and, in case of total or partial failure, 
unnecessarily and unrighteously shocking 
and impairing their self-respect and scholarly 
ambition.’’ Gen. Walker will please accept 
thanks allaround, Think of arithmetics with 
impossible problems in them, which keep the 
children awake half the night because they 
can't work them out!

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Liquor Statistics of Four Nations, 
From the Philadelphia Recor’ 

It will surprise a great many people to learn 
from these statistics that while the annual 
consumption of distilled spirits is one and 4 
quarter gallons per capita in the United 


States, itis but one gallon per capita in the 


United Kingdom, France, which has the re- 
putation of being a much more sober nation 
than either America or Great Britain, con- 
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may be partially accounted for by the fact that 
the internal tax on spirits in the United 
Kingdom is $2.50 a gallon, on which the 
revenue is very closely oapilected, The inter. 
nal tax on spirits in France is lower than in 
the United States. Herein lies a hint for the 
temperance reformers who propose to repeal 
the internal tax on whisky. But the British 
make up for the spirits by consuming annu · 
ally thirty-two gallons of beer per head of the 
population, to eleven gallons per head in the 
United States, and to twenty-four gallons per | 
head in Germany. While France consumes 
more spirits th an either the United States or 
the United Kingdom, the Frenchman’s aver- 
age consumption of wine per year is thirty-.

The Two Gentlemen of Gotham’’ is a care- 
fully written treatise about nothing in par- 
ticular. It may be criticised in a succes- 
sion of negatives, and a careful ‘ex- 
amination will fail to determine whether 
it is intended for a sermon or a novel. 
Deciding upon the latter hypothesis one can 
only lament that the entire tone of the book, 
cover and all, is of so negative a hue.The bind- 
ing is not ugly, nor is it attractive, and the 
story is just the same. It is nota good novel, 
but then neither is it a particularly bad one, 
eo its readers are spared the consolation of 
sound abuse. It is not interesting, neither is 
it absolutely stupid, there is littie to 
be said against it, but neither is 
it possible to find anything to say 
in its praise. Like Mahomet’s coffin, it hangs 
between heaven and earth, and it is likely to 
remain suspended for some time before any 
one who has once had a peep at it will drag it 
down for reading purposes. Should any one 
do so, however, they will find an ordinary tale 
of the realistic type; they will be called upon 
to swallow a good deal of satire and water 
(very much water and very little satire); they 
will make the acquaintance of two priggish 
young men who talk nothing but philosophy 
(of a poor kind) and who are’ always talking. 
They will also find a young lady of no particu- 
lar type and a young woman of very strong 
character, nearly as strong as Limburger 
cheese and not halfas palatable to the taste. 
She is the only character worth the name in 
the book, and is a remarkable 
study of the height of repulsiveness 
to which a society girl can arrive, 
when she is without principle, honor, 
or natural affection. So unpleasant is every- 
thing connected with her that she nauseates 
instead of interests the reader. In portray- 
ing Bonnie Maccoume the authors have evi- 
deptly made a determined effort to be bitterly 
sarcastic. The satire, however, falls flat, and 
they simply succeed in surrounding the only 
character in their book with that peculiar re- 
pulsion that most readers have experienced 
for certain characters in poorly written 
novels. The other sketches are all 
shadows, without individuality or at- 
traction. They are the ordinary wooden 
dolls of fiction stood up carefully against the 
wall of the plot and jerking their arms and 
legs obediently at command. When the story 
is finished there is a feeling that with the ex- 
ception of Bonnie one has not made the ac- 
guaintance of a single character. We don’t 
know them, haven’t learnt anything about 
them, they are all vague, dlurred, 
indistinct shadows whose names are 
all we remember of them. As for 
the plot it is as unsatisfactory as the heroe’s. 
There are two young men, one of whom in- 
troduces the other to the heroine, Mona, a 
fashionable but quiet and exclusive young 
belle. Of course Percy declares that he will 
not fallin love with her, and gives as his rea- 
son the startlingly novel proposition that 
women are like cats. The conversation on 
this bead is a fair example of the style of dia- 
logue that obtains all through the book. The 
hero, Percy Aylmer, was late for an appoint- 
ment, and his friend, Sidney Harleston, a 
young lawyer, takes him to task. 

The hour is come but not the man, said 
the latter, reproachfully, pointing to a neigh- 
boring steeple.

For incident there is a railway 
king and some fraudulent dabbling in stocks, 
some shuffling of cards anda little gambling, 
some intriguing on the partof Miss Bonnie 
“iaccoumes, which is more unpleasant than 
interesting, and some wofully dull love- 
making on the part of Mona and Percy, who 
does, of course, marry her at last, in spite of 
his protestations. 

C. and ©. have attempted a very dimeult 
task. They have undertaken to satarize the 
social follies of a great city and they have for- 
gotten one or two very important facts. In 
order to successfully satarize society it is 
necessary to know something of life. Every 


eatirist on earth and thousands who are not 


satirists, have first turned their pens upon 
society. A man who would perform the task 
successfully needs wide experience of 
mankind: and life in all its phases. He 
must see the good as well as know 
the evil; he must possess the peculiar genius 
necessary to keen and biting .sarcasm; by 
nature and circumstances he must be a cynic, 
not assumed but real, and half a century is 
the very shortest time in which he can ac- 
acquire these qualifications. When OC. and O. 
have reached this standard they may try their 
hand at another novel. Incidently it may be 
remarked that the mixed work of two writers 
is rarely successful in fiction. 


DAWN. By H. Riper HacGarp. New York: John

A A. — abroad that Dawn! was the 
first work written by Mr. Rider Haggard. It 
bears all the marks of an initial attempt, and 
is interesting from this cause as well as from 
the intrinsic merit of the work itself. It is al- 
ways pleasant to study the first fruits of the 
genius of a celebrated writer. Had the pres- 
ent work been issued to the public in 
its proper time and place no one 
could have doubted that its au- 
thor was destined to become famous, 
There are the marks of brilliant imagination, 
earnest thought and careful study. The out- 
lines of the author’s future bent are plainly 
distinguishable in the theosophical and psy- 
chological touches that adorn the character of 
Lady Bellamy and the story of Philip Cares- 
foot. Itis useless to deny (and it is difficult 
to see on what. grounds some recent critics 
base their unsparing censure of the work) that 
**Dawn’’ is a very powerfully conceived work, 
and in many respects brilliantly executed. 
In spite of its excessive and abnormal length, 
the story is interesting from the first page to 
the last. While lacking the daring concep- 
tions that have made the author’s fortune in 
some of his later (or earlier) works, ‘‘Dawn’’ 
is distinctly original in conception and out- 
line. The style is Mr. Haggard’s own through- 
out. Itis free, save in one instance, from the 
coarseness and vulgarity which have marred 
the pages of ‘‘Jess’’ and the character draw- 
ing is superior to anything in She, Jess“ 
or ‘‘King Solomon’s Mines.’’ 

But in spite of these charms the novel is not 
free from the usual faults of a young and un- 
fledgea writer. In the first place itis far, far 
too long. Few readers will regret this when 
once immersed in-its pages, but artistically 
it is a fault. The terseness and solid- 
ity of diction which make ‘‘She’’ such 
pleasant reading are wanting in ‘‘Dawn.’’ 
In She“ there is a resolute determination to 
tell the tale and avoid all superfluous matter, 
while in Dawn' there are long interludes in 
which the author airs his sentiments pretty 
freely on love, marriage, the beauties of holi- 
ness, the glories of immortality and other 
kindred subjects which have no absolute con- 
nection with the story. This is an ama- 
teurish fault which Mr. Haggard de- 
serves credit for having 80 fully 
overcome. The character of ‘‘Angela,’’ 
though admirably conceived and executed, 
charming from its very completeness, also 
shows traces of greenness. No maiden is 
quite so innocent as Angela. Mr. Haggard 
must have been a very, very young man when 
he outlined that sketch. Nor is there quite so 
bad a fellow anywhere as Philip Caresfoot. 
His is the refinement of wickedness. George 
is a natural character enough save in 
one respect. George Caresfoot in the 
present volume and Frank Muller in Jess show 
the same error in diagnosis. No man ever 
loves in the savage, animal, inhuman style 
in which these men love and itis to be hoped 
for the credit of humanity that no man in Geo. 
Caresfoot’s position would strike his lovely and 
worshipped young bride twice across 
the face with a horsewhip a day 
or two after marriage. All these are blem- 
ishes in Mr. Haggard’s newly-published work, 
And there are others which time and space 
leave no opportunity torecord. Yet, in spite 
ot them all, we still pronounce Dawn! a 
grand work of fiction, equal to any book that 
Mr. Haggard has ever produced (except per- 
haps ‘‘She’’) and second to very few novels in 
the literature of the present decade. 


Comment and Cream. 


Some of the publishers’ organs are taking 
up a crusade against narrow margins. Every 
collector of books has noticed with pain that 
as year succeeds year, the margins of his new 
books become narrower and narrower until 
now it is difficult to distinguish where the 
margin lies without the aid of a powerful 
microscope. Of course, some margin must 
be wasted, in printing and binding, but the 
correct rule has long been laid down. The 
white page should cover double the size of the 
printed page to leave room for the necessary 
ploughing anda decent margin after. Should 
the journals be successful in their crusade the 
advantage to buyers will be great.

„A novel,“ remarked Anthony Trollope 
in his biography, should be a picture of 
common life enlivened by humor and sweet- 
ened by pathos.’’ Probably there is no better 
definition extant. It covers the field left green 
by Scott, Thackeray, Dickens, Eliot and all 
the writers whose names echo from the sound- 
ing board of time into our ears to-day. But 
the dear old novel of our youth, the pleasant 
‘‘stories’’ that we all remember so well, are 
rapidly passing away. The novels of to-day 
are works of fiction, with a great deal too 
much work in them, and not enough fiction. 
Every book that we pick up is either a treatise 
on science, art and philosophy—all or either; 
or itis a heavy and generally lengthy treatise 
developing ‘‘some weird theory ofthe ultra- 
development of some psychological or phy- 
sical force. We have novels on the Irish 
question and the interstate commerce law, 
on theosophy, mind cure and the in- 
iquity of marriage with one’s deceased wife’s 
sister, all covered with a thin coating of 
fiction which nauseates the paldte while it 
fails to conceal the flavor of the medicine.

„Book Chat“ has some pithy remarks upon 
the subject. The mission of the novel has 
been greatly perverted during the last few 
years. Its fleld as a story-teller, as a picture 
of the lives of men and women, bas been largely 
usurped. Many use the novel as a medium 
through which they may air their reflections 
on philosophy, science, religion, psychology 
and their wild speculations on the unknow- 
able. * * * The story serves merely as a 
background for the arguments. It is made in- 
cidental while the discussion is essential. This 
is in direct contrast to high, artistic writing, 
where the mission of the book is carefully per- 
mitted to work its way into the mind ofthe 
reader in the development of the story, as has 
been done by Dumas and Dickens.

A Big Theatrical Firm.

The newly formed business alliance of 
Henry E. Abbey, Maurice Grau and John B. 
Schoeffel promises to be one of the strongest 
theatrical partnerships which has been con- 


sumated in late years. The three men are old 
friends and as they all dealt in foreign at- 
tractions they found that it was much better 
to work together than against each other. 
Between them they can control the lead- 
ing European attractions of drama and opera 
that desire to visit this country. Abbey has 
been remarkably successful of late, and has, 
it is said, entirely paid off the indebtedness of 
$240,000 incurred through his connection with 
the Metropolitan Opera-house of New York. 
Grau and Abbey are partners in the Bernhardt 
tour, and will by the-endiof the season divide 
between them, as their share of the profits, 
$350,000. This is on the basis of the @rofits so 
far. Grau had no oe! at the beginning of 
the season, but he is already independently 
rich, and has invested in South American and 
Mexican property, and gone into a heavy 
business investment in New York City. He 
borrowed $16,000 when he left to en- 
gage Bernhardt, end he had not been in Paris 
two weeks before he cancelled one debt with 
a check for $10,000 and paid the rest a week 
later. Bernbardt offered him 50 per cent. as 
his share, but he refused it, saying. 1 don’t 
want to rob you,’’ and took a very much less 
percentage. Itis the intention of Abbey and 
Grau to build in New York ina few years an 
ideal theater or opera-house, in which the 
foreign artists may have their plays and op- 
eras adequately presented. Of course it will 
not be in use by its owners all the time, but 
there will be no trouble in securing attrac- 
tions, and Col. McCauil has the refusal of it 
for the summer months. 


Parisian Tieket Speculators.

A campaign is being carried on in Paris just 
now against the interlopers who sell tickets at 
the doors of the theaters. There is generally 
a difficulty in Paristo get places, unless one 


books long in advance, but the itinerant 
ticket merchants have always a supply of 
tickets which they are ever ready to sell at ex- 
orbitant prices. M. Claretie, Administrator 
of the Theater Francaise has explained where 
most of these tickets come from. It seems that 
the authors of a piece receive 100 francs’ 
worth of tickets for every night their piece is 
played at the Francaise,and the same practice 
exists at other theaters. Should the play bea 
success, the author becomes aticket merchant 
on a large scale. He retails his tickets, and 
they generally fall into the hands of the street 
ticket merchants, who charge what they like. 
These gentry also book places themselves, 
and sometimes they belong to the claque, and 
have thus exceptional opportunities to get 
tickets at reduced rates. he curious thing is 
that neither the police nor anybody else has 
any control over these ticket merchants. Once 
in possession ofa loge or fauteuil no one can 
turn them out, andthey can dispose of it as 
they think fit.

Curious Anecdotes Concerning the 
Great Tragediennes. 


From Paris Letter In Philadelphia Telegraph. 

The Revue Internationale has just published, 
from the advance sheets of Rossi’s memoirs, 
some curious anecdotes which the great tra- 
gedian relates respecting Rachel and Ristori 
at the time thatthe Italian troupe, headed by

Hidden in the depths of 
a baignoire, she was present at a part of the 
performance of Myrrha. I say part ad- 
visedly, for after the third act the audience 
beheld her, agitated with convulsive wrath, 
enter one ofthe proscenium boxes in which 
sat one of the Imperiaf Princes, to whom the 
scandal of the day declared that the great 
actress was united by the tenderest ties. She 
seized him by the arm and compelled him to 
quit the box, as f to say, ‘Is that the famous 
actress? Isthat the celebrity they prefer to 
me? Nonsense!’ 

The next morning the papers reproduced 
the scene and exaggerated the scandal. Two 
or three days later the Comedie Francaise 
announced ‘Phedre’ with Mile. Rachel. 
Ristori, like à true countrywoman of Mich- 
lavelll, would not act that evening, provided 
herself with a good box well in view of the 
public, and went to the rformance.

WALLACK’s THEATER, 


Henry E. Abbey Said to Wantan Interest 
in the House, 


From the New York Times. 

It was rumored in theatrical circles yester- 
day that Henry E. Abbey had made an offer to 
Mr. Lester Wallack foran interest in Wallack’s 
Theater for the coming season, and that Mr. 
Wallsck and Mr. Moss were considering the 
offer. Should the vartnersnip be concluded it 
will bring together in business relations the 
oldest of the managers of legitimate 


drama in New York, and the 
most enterprising of the men whom 
dramatic ventures have developed in this 
country. The house will, of course, retain 
the name of Wallack's Theater, should Mr. 
Abbey becomes its manager, and the noble 
traditions of its stage will be respected. Wal- 
lack’s has for thirty-five years been the fore- 


most theater in this country, all things con- 


sidered. Its founder was a gentleman and an 
artist, who chose a nigh standard for his pro- 
fessional work and lived up to it. His $uc- 
cessor, the Wallack of this generation, as an 
actor, as a manager, as a citizen, has ever beeu 
held in respect by the people of this city. 
Lester Wallack has been known to New York 
playgoers for the past thirty-nine years as 
actor and manager. He was stage manager for 
his father, James W. Wallack, when the latter 
opened the old Wallack’s Theater at Broadwa 
and Broome street in September, 186%, an 
acted also as stage manager of its successor 
at the corner of Broadway and Thirteenth 
street, which was opened September 
25, 1861. The elder allack died on 
Christmas Day. 1864, and Lester Wallack 
inherited the theater. The shifting of the cen- 
ter of the theater-going population northward 
made it expedient to seek a ‘site further up 
Broadway, and on January 4, 1882, Wallack’s 
Theater was opened atthe corner of Broad- 
way and Thirtieth street, with Mr. Wallack as 
„sole proprietor and manager. The play on 
the opening night was The School for Scan- 
dal, in the cast of which John Gilbert, Os- 
mond Tearle, Gerald Eyre, and Rose Coghian 
appeared. Since then there have been many 
popular pieces onthe boards and many new 
plays have been presented for the first time in 
this country.

This discussion 
will give an opportunity for citizens to appear 
before the committee and present their views 
on the subject. The PostT-DISPATCH suggests

James Duross: I want to see the streets of 
St. Louis sprinkled and see it paid for out of 
the municipal revenue.

You can put me down as in favor 
of sprinkling now and forever.

Peculiarities of the Actress’ Methode 
Some Impressions of an Interesting Per- 
‘formance—The Audiences. and the Ar- 
tiste—Long Waits Between the Acts— 
Bernhardt Chat. 5 


I wonder how many people think what an 
achievement it is on the part of an 
actress to thrill an audience who do 
not understand a word of what she 
is saying. I do not mean to say that. 
all the audience at Pope’s lest evening and 
Thursday evening could not understand the 
dialogue, but there were plenty of persons in 
it who were hopelessly swamped when they 
tried to keepup. They might rescue a word 
or two from the torrent and hug it for awhile 
as asweet morsel, but that was all. 

To catch therefore a fleeting. emotion and 
picture it so vividly by purely muscular ex- 
pression, that it penetrates instantly to the 
comprehension and the sympathies of the 
spectators stamps the trained and superb 
artiste. It was an achievement with which 
Bernhardt must be credited. 

Frou-Frou, while to the understanding few 
it was full of charm and interest as presenting 
the artiste as the frivolous and gay society 
butterfly in the first two acts, and 
as the affectionate but sinning and remorse- 
ful woman in tue last three acts, to 


those who did not understand the language 
it was not 80 enjoyable as Fedora.“ The 
interest of ‘‘Frou-Frou’’ depends eo largely 
upon the dialogue, upon the delicate by-play, 
modulation o voice, exquisite nuances 
of expression, that much of it was lost, while 
Fedora! sweeps along in a great wave of 
emotional tragedy, carrying en with 
it. One is distinctly emotional and full of 
dialogue, while the other borders on pure 
tragedy and is full of action. 

Mme. Bernhardt is undoubtedly feminine in 
her ape vanes and instinctive perception 
of what a vivacious and charming woman 
would do under given circumstances, and her 
work is full of the fascinating tactof woman- 
hood mingied with an originality of invention 
and an individuality of character that fairly 
floods her work with captivating surprises, 
but she is not what is understood by the term 
womanly. She does not indtcethe syimpa- 
thy in her finer emotions that 
softer qualities compel, although she 
does rise to the heights of 
emotional demands. She fascinates, but she 
does not attract. So with her Frou- Frou. 
She undoubtedly created a captivating, 
sparkling, resourceful woman, full of the 
devices and arta which enchain and hold the 
ancy of men in the lighter passages, but 
this was all. In the serious scenes she was 
commanding by her power and the cunning of 
her art. 

One of the first things one notices about 
Bernhardt, as in all original artists, is the 
skillful handling of minor detaile and appar- 
ently unimportant things to the accomplish- 
ment of a graphic and great result. In the 
scene with Loulse in the third act a 
handkerchief played one of the  prin- 
cipal parts. Beginning at first with 
a fumbling and gentle picking at the hand- 
kerchief which she held in her binds, as her 
feeling increased in intensity the picking be- 
came more violent, until in the whirlwind of 
her anger and scorn she tore it into bits, toss- 
ing the pieces to the winds with nervous lury 
as if it had been a plece of paper. It was one 
of those effective aids to emotional expression 
which are incaiculable in value. 

This is prompted by the instinct, it may be 
called, ot art, and itis with the same perception 
that Dickens used a shadow or ashudder- 
ing suubeam to add to the horror of acrime or 
a twittering bird to swell the pathos ofa 
touching scene.

Her motions may be 
described as sinuous and angularly effective 
rather than eful. Her voice, too, is one 
of the chief elements of her power. It is not 
a particularly musical voice, but it is essen- 
tially an emotional voice. It is flexible and 
has ‘a peculiar tone of soft pleadin and 
pursuasion in her lighter scenes which changes 
to rapid staccato notes in excitement or to 
sounds which seem welling up through a flood 
ot tears in which every whisverisa swelling 
sob in moments of deep emotion. The whole 
gamut was run in Frou- Frou. From the 

ay, laughing notes of a happy woman to the 

igh-pitched voice of scornful anger, the 
pleading tones of terror and heart-broken 
despair and the whisper of the expiring invalid. 

It is in the final act that the artiste’s 
—— of vivid and realistic portrayal was 

rought out in startling relief. The death of 
Frou-Frou was a scene that was stamped 
indelibly on every memory in the house. 
When the thin, somber-clad, drooping figure 
of the dying voman came on the stage the 
striking change from the Frou-Frou of the 
previous acts was positively startling. The 
make-up itself was a master piece. It was as 
if a corpse had beeu resurrected and revived 
for a time. The sunken eyes, pro- 
truding bones, hollow cheeks and 
drawn mouth were the images 
of dissolution. It was here that 
the technique of finished realistic art found its 
beet field. The weak, trembling voice, pant- 
ing breath, feeblemovementsand quick gasps 
for life the last flickering strugglesof exhausted 
energics and at the close a tremor and a relaxa- 
tion of every limb, with the fallen jaw, com- 
pleted a scene that was invested wholly with 
the ghastliness of death. The death scenes in 
Fedora and Frou-Frou were distinctly different 
and were both perfect of their kind. Fedora’s 
death suggested the horror of remorse, suicide 
and violence,the stiffening frame falling in the 
throes of dissolution on a sofa and bounding 
in the last convulsion of muscles on the floor, 
the wreck of a life in its prime;while Frou- 
Frou’s death was the end of a wasting disease 
full of the pathos of a fatal, but almost par- 
donable blunder. 

Mme. Bernhardt dressed the part exquisite- 
ly, her costumes being revelations of richness, 
novelty and taste, and her reception was en- 
thusiastic, after her best scenes the curtain 
being called up several times. 

The company seemed to enjoy the per- 
formance as much and at times more than the 
audience. There seemed to be a little joke 
among them which they were impolite enough 
to enjvy without sharing with the audience.

He has not even 
the satisfaction of knowing who has 
taken his future in charge so generously.

Marriage and Divorce Statistics, 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 23.—Carroll D. 
Wright, Chief of the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, left for Boston last night to begin the 
work of collecting statistics as to marriage and 


divorce in the United States. The work is to 
be done in acordance with the special direc- 
tions of the last Congress, and it is expected 
that it will take a year to collect the data 
on which to base repert. The Bureau 
has at present considerable work in progress. 
The report on convict labor is in type and will 
be ready for issue in about three weeks. The 
report on labor strikes will be ready in the 
fall. One subject of inquiry now in course of 
investigation is the moral and economic con- 
dition of working women and girls in the great 
cities of this country.

The bureau is also 
endeavoring to ascertain to what extent the 
cost of food is increased by the rates charged 
for transportation.

DEMANDS AN APOLOGY. 


MANAGER SCHMELZ FILES A COMPLAIN? 
AGAINST THIRD-BASEMAN LATHAM, 


Charging Him With Having Struck Kid“ 
Baldwin During the Game Yesterday— 
The Charge Denied by the Browns— 
Troubie About the Pitcher’s Box—A Ben- 
sational Scene at the Ball Park. 


Manager Gus Schmelz of the Cincinnati 
Base Ball Club to-day wrote and mailed a 
communication to President and Secretary 
Wykoff of the American Association com- 
plaining that Walter A. Latham, the Browns’ 
third baseman, struck Catcher ‘‘Kid’’ Bald- 
win of the Cmeinnatis during the game 
yesterday while both were on the 
field, and further complaining that 
fraud was attempted by the Browns in laying 
off the pitcher’s box one foot and five inches 
over the distance required by the new rules. 

MANAGER SCHMELZ’ STORY. 

The communication and the allegations con- 
tained in it were indorsed by the signature of 
every member of the Cincinnati team who was 
present yesterday, and Manager Schmelz 
demands that Latham be compelled to make an 
apology in public to Baldwin, and in case this 
ultimatum is rejected, charges will be brought 
against the third basemen before the Board of 
Directors of the Association. Manager 
Schmelz, in explaining the matter to a re- 
porter of the Posr- DISPATCH to-day, said: ‘‘I 
think that Latham’s conduct yesterday was an 
outrage and a disgrace to the game, 
and that he should be severely dis- 
ciplined for it or forced to make repara- 
tion by publicly apologizing for his act. 


The way the matter occurred was this: It was 
towards the latter end ofthe game and one 
of the Browns was at first base. Latham tried 
to bunt the ball short, so that he could beat it 
out to the base. The ball was a little high, 
and in trying to hit it he fouled it, and Baid- 
win caught it. The umpire, of course, called 
him out, and he immediately claimed that it 
was a strike and not a foul. The 
foul was 80 plain that everyone 
around heard it, and I heard it myself from 
the players’ bench; so did the spectators in 
the stands. Latham then got hot, and Bald 
win merely stepped up to give his version of 
the affair, and Latham struck him. 

„Where did he strike him?“ 
„Either in the breast or the stomach, I think, 
but certainly in that neighborhood. Baldwin 
himself says the blow was a hard one. Now it 
is not right for men to conduct themselves 
thus on the field, and Latham should be taught 
a lesson. 

THE OTHER SID OF IT. 

Latham himself denies that he struck Bald - 
win, and says that while he was discussin 
with the umpire Baldwin came up in his usu 
‘‘fresh’’ way, stood over the plate and ad- 
dressed him with language unbecoming the 
situation. The third baseman merely laid his 
hand on the Kids' breast and told him it 
was ‘‘none of his funeral,’’ or some remark of 
that kind. Latham’s story is corroborated 
by the balance of the team and several spec- 
tators who saw the whole ocourrence. One of 
the latter says that the most elastic imagina- 
tion could not construe Latham’s act into a 
blow, and that he has seen the same thing 
ocour time and again on the ball fleld without 
a single word of complaint being said by any- 
one. A PosTt-DISPATCH reporter witnessed 
the scene, and while he observed considerable 
disputation over the point he failed to see the 
slightest sembiance of a blow. In fact, if 
Latham 

TOUCHED THE MAN AT ALL, 

the act escaped the majority of the people who 
have been consulted about it. As to the length- 
ening of the pitcher’s box, Manager Schmelz 
says that it was done deliberately 
to affect Mullane’s speed, but President 
Von der Ahe claims that it was simply 
an error on the part of the man who made the 
lines. Capt. Fennelly of Cincinnati also gives 
it as his opinion that the whole affair regard- 
ing the box was not with a view of fraud, as 
the setting back of the lines would iaterfere 
as much with Caruthers’ effectiveness as with 
that of Mullane. Manager Schmeiz has made 
no claim on this point, inasmuch as the error 
was corrected as soon as it was discovered. 
The only objection to the mistake was that 
it delayed the game fifteen minutes.

THE BASIO PROCESS. 


A Pittsburg Ceurt Decides in Favor of the 
Bessemer Company. 


PitrsBurG, Pa., April 23.—In the long- 
pending suit between the Bessemer Steel 
Company vs. Jacob Reese of this city, over 
the rights of possession of forty-two patents 
covering what is known asthe ‘‘Basic’’ pro- 
cess of steel making, Judge Stowe of the 
Court of Common Pleas, handed down an 
opinion to-day giving to the plaintiffs, the 
Bessmer Steel Company, the entire rights to 


the whole process. The amount at stake in 
this case and the litigation covering a period 
of nine years, have made the case of great 
interest to the steel world, the more 80 as 
Reese recently obtained a United States Su- 
preme Court verdict in his favor. The present 
case, however, takes cognizance of the fact 
that Reese endeavored to retain certain 
patents contrary to a sweeping agreement 
with the company. 


PLAYING FAST AND LOOSE, 


The Silversmiths Advised to Give In by the 
Knights of Labor. 


Nkw Yor«, April 23,8 p. m.—There are signs 
that the locked-out silversmiths of this city 
are weakening. They are afiiliated with 
District Assembly 49 of the Knights of 
Labor, and the chairman of the Arbitration 
Committee, A. B. George, has advised the 
men to submit to the bosses’ terms until such 
time as they are in a position to eak 
their agreement.

Paris, April 23.—There is a very uneasy 
feeling in well informed circies over the 
strained relations between France and Ger- 
many. It is apparent to any one who has fol- 
lowed the record of the daily events in Alsace- 
Lorraine during the last month that the Ger- 
man authorities have gone out of their way 
to frritate the French, and have all the appear- 
ance of seeking to provoke difficulties. Ar- 
reste for petty offenses throughout these two 
provinces have been very frequent of late. The 
call of Vive la France’’ is enough to secure 
imprisonment. The expulsion of French people 
from the two provinces and the prohibition of 
the use of the French language in the schools 
and pulpits are harsh measures, calculated to 
fan irritation. The event reported Thursday 
of the arrest of M. Schnabeles, a French police 
official, on French territory by the German 
authorities, has brought matters to a crisis. 
The French people are very much excited. 
The falling of Government funds on the 
bourse yesterday afternoon is an indication of 
the gravity of the incident. The French people 
are cautioned against over-excitement. The 

the authorities are investigating the circum- 
stance of his arrest, to demand an explanation 
from the German Government. If this ex- 
planation is demanded and refused, the most 
serious possible situation will at once result. 
If Prince Bismarck wishes to force on a war, 
he will, of course, refuse an explanation. 
During the last two weeks there has been a 
greatdeal of excitement in Paris over the 
proposal to produce Wagner’s opera of 
Lohengrin.“ The papers have been filled 
with arguments against ite production as sim- 
ply on the ground that it was the work of a 
German composer. It was intended to bring 
out the opera to-night, but the authorities 
have ordered that it should be postponed on 
account of the 
EXCITEMENT OVER THE SCHNABELES INCIDENT. 
The outcome of all this will be watched with 
close attention. The general impression 
among military men is that Bismarck is in 
favor of war. They say that the German army 
is now larger than can be maintained by the 
German Empire. The burden of taxation is so 
great that the Germans will not stand it much 
longer. Bismarck cannot afford to reduce his 
army as iong as the French are as 
strong as they are now. To force 
on a war would be an easy way 
out of Germany's present difficult situation. 
The French papers, while moderate in tone, 
nevertheless speak very plainly. They all in- 
sist that an explanation must be demanded. 
The Figaro’s correspondent at Nancy, says 
that the tri-colored German post, which in- 
dicates the German frontier in Schnabeles’ 
district had been overturned, and Schnabeles 
had been called on by the Germans to replace 
it. Last Sunday M. Schnabeles went to the 
frontier, but the German Police Com- 
missioner was not there and he 
returned to Pagny. Tuesday morning 
the French Oommissioner received an 
official letter from his German Colleague,mak- 
ing an appointment for Wednesday morning 
and giving ill health as the reason for not hav- 
ing met him on Sunday. Wednesday Schna- 
deles set out from Pagny on foot and walked 
to the frontier. On arriving within a few feet 
of the boundary line, instead of finding the 
German Commissioner, he was confronted by 
two individuals in white blouses, who seized 
him and began at once to try and drag him 
ACROBS THE FRONTIER LINE, 
He retreated a dozen yaras and fought hard 
with his assailants. In the struggle the white 
blouses of his assailants were torn, revealing 
the German uniforms of his assailants. A 
number of peasants who witnessed the affray 
did not dare to interfere. Schnabeles was 
overpowered, carried across the frontier and 
imprisoned at Metz. The Figaro, speaking of 
the matter editorially, says that M. Schnabeles 
knew very well that he had a very dimault 
post to fill and kept himself strictly within his 
duties. He was on good terms with the Ger- 
man Commissioners across the frontier. ‘‘We 
must believe,’’ says this paper, that there 
hd been some great error committed—per- 
haps a voluntary one—by some of the 
German police. In any case, the fact has a 
gravity about it which it would be useless to 
conceal. Reports are telegraphed from Nancy 
describing 
THE GREAT EXCITEMENT. 

One report even asserts that war has already 
been declared. These reports are of a kind 
which are dangerous. It may be that they are 
circulated by agents of Bismarck. The 
Reichstag has been convened. It is about to 
be asked to vote 200,000,000 of francs for mili- 
tary expenditure and 90,000,000 for a railroad 
to be used for strategic purposes. It is pro- 
posed to levy a tax on sugar and brandy. The 
vote on all these questions is not certain. 

The Figaro also calls attention to the fact 
that German patrols swarmed along the fron- 
tier just before elections. It says: We are 
im the presence of the same kind of situation 
again, and we must reply to it as we replied to 
the provocations of February—by absolute 


calmness,’’ 
THE GAULOIS. 

The Gaulois says: Prince Bismarck either 
desires peace or he seeks war. If he desires 
peace it is evident that the incident of Pagny 
10 not of his doing, and the moment that that 
is deciared it can be satisfactorily explained 
and the matter will be at an end.

LONDON, April 23.—[Copyrighted.}—All the 
London papers yesterday made a special 
feature of the arrest of M. Schnabeles. The 
correspondent of the Telegraph at Paris says: 
The excitement produced here by the arrest 
of M. Schnabeles is decidedly on the increase. 
Many of the newspapers call upon the French 
Government to put ite foot down apd ask for 
an explanation. On all sides one hears 
the remark that this incident is the drop which 
has made the cup overflow, and that France 
must at length assert herself. Those who would 
defer the expression of a determined opinion 
until full particulars have been received are 
certainly in the minority; and even they give 
it to be understood that if the facts have 
really occurred as related the French 
government must intervene without fur- 
ther delay. As for the Goblet Cabinet, 
its members have been profoundly affected 
by the news, and the President of the Council 
has instituted a strict investigation into the 
circumstances. They wish to be in posses- 
sion of the most minute details of the affair. 
THE UTMOST ACTIVITY PREVAILS 
both at the Foreign Office and at the Ministry 
of the Interior. M. Schwerb, the Prefect of 
the Department of Meurthe-et-Moselle, who 
arrived Thursday night, has already had two 
interviews with M. Goblet, at which M. Le- 
vaillant, one of the high police of- 
ficials, was present. M. Flourens has also 
conferred with M.Schwartz, and has long con- 
sultations with M. Sarrien, the Minister of 
Justice. The general conduct of M. Schna- 
beles has been carefully inquired into and 
discussed. It has already been hinted that 
he was notas prudent as he ought to have 
been, andthathe may have been connected 
with the Patriotic League, that he was a friend 
of M. Antoine, and that he had somewhat 
compromised himself by his demonstration 
when that gentleman was expelled from 
Alsace-Lorraine. The latest accounts re- 
ceived have seemed to leave no doubt as to 
Schnabeles having been the victim of a de- 
liberate scheme for entrapping him. Great 
excitement prevails on the frontier, The Ger- 
man frontier is marked by a wooden post bear- 
ing the national colors red, white and black. 
Opposite stands the French post, which 
is of iron firmly fixed in a large and 
well-cut block of stone. Itis said that the 
German landmark, which was not so solid, 
was in the habit of falling to the ground and 
that this occurred only a few days ago, as it 
was not securely planted in the earth. It was 
with reference to this post that M. Gaulsch, 
the German police inspector at Ars-sur-Mo- 
selle, wrote to M. Schnabeles asking for an 
interview.’’

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THE FRENCH COMMISSARY. 


Alleged Conspiracy Against German Inter- 
ests—Career of the Prisuner. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, April 23.—Little or nothing new bas 
come to light regarding the extraordinary af- 
fair on the Franeo-German frontier. The of- 
ficial notification in the Berlin press of the 
arrest of Schnaebele (the final letter 
in this name is ‘‘e’’ accented, not 
**Schnaebell,’’ as English papers have it), 
seems to indicate that the German Govern- 
ment will not repudiate the act of its police. 
The most probable explanation to hand is that 
suspecting Schnaebele to be in a con- 
spiracy against German interests, the Ger- 
man police issued a warrant for his ar- 
rest and placed it in the hands of the 
frontier patrol. The latter, like all police, 
desired to distinguish themselves byan im- 
mediate capture and resorted to unscrupu- 
lous methods to accomplish it. The matter 
must thus become a long question of evi- 
dence, with all the irritation and, possibly, 
the worst which will ensue. I have obtained 


the following particulars of 


THE CAREER OF SCHNAEBELE. 

He is a native of Alsace, about 60 years of 
age, and began his careeras a teacher, but 
entered the French civil service about 1860. 
He was successively Commissarie at Neufbri- 
sach, Sarregulinines, Mayenne and Thion- 
ville. When the last-named place was 
captured by the Germans he was called 
upon to remove within three days, under pen- 
alty of being incarcerated in the fortress. At 
conclusion of peace he was sent to Bellegarde, 
on the Swiss frontier, where he effected the 
arrest of several members of the Commune. 
His knowledge of Germany, through his ac- 
quaintance with the new frontier, caused him 
to be sent soon to Pagny-sur-Moselle, where 
he has been Commissarie Special since 1872. 
For the coolness which he displayed in the 
unfortunate affair with the French general re- 
turning from captivity he was rewarded by 
the Cross ofthe Legion of Honor. Heis on 
the eve of retiring from service with a pen- 
sion. It is his duty to report to the French 
Government on the state of feeling among the 
frontier population, and probably he has giv- 
en offense to the German authorities. 

SCHNABELES’ OFFENSE. 

Paris, April 23.—Le Matin declares that the 
Secretary of the German Embassy has in- 
formed M. Flourens that M. Schnabeles was 
arrested because he was tempting German re- 
cruits to desert from the army. The offense 
was committed on German soil. The Secre- 
tary, who is acting in the absence of the Am- 
bassador, says that his Government will make 
ample reparation if itis preved that French 
soil was violated by the arrest. 

BISMARCK’S ADMISSION. 

The Republic Francaise says that the Ger- 
mau Government has informed M. Flourens, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, that Prince Bis- 
marck admits that if the arrest of Commissary 
Schnabeles was made on French territory, in- 
ternational law will require his release. The 
French papers persistently urge calmness, 
and that the Government be left to pursue the 
necessary action. 

PUBLIC FEELING CALMER. 

Public feeling here concerning the arrest of 
M. Schnabeles has grown much calmer, It 
has transpired that a Leipsie court previous 
tothe arrest had condemned M. Schnabeles 
for high treason in inciting recruits to desert.

We are con- 
vinced that the Government will not approve 
anything not in conformity with international 
law. Itis well known that Germany has often 
allowed French spies to go free, and it is im- 
probable that M. Schnabeles was decoyed into 
Germany 80 as to allow of his seizure by Ger- 
man Officials. It has already been distinctly 
denied that there was any attempt made to de- 
coy M. Schnabeles. 

NO FEARS OF WAR. 

No fears of a war with France is entertained 
here. It is stated that M. Schnabeles was 
watohed fora month prior to his arrest, and 
that he frequently made secret visits to Metz 
for the purpose of stirring up a revolt against 
the Germans. Of this fact the Government has 
ample evidence. M. Schnabeles is held a close 
prisoner.’’

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OTTO L. DIERBERGER 


Sentenced to Ten Tears in the Penitentiary 
for Killing John L. Horne. 


Judge Thomas of Jefferson County, the Spe- 
clal Judge before whom Otto L. Dierberger 
was recently tried in the Criminal Court for 
the killing of John L. Horne, again occupied 
the bench of the court to-day, while Dierber- 
ger’s motion for a new trial was argued. The 
defendant himself was present with his two 
attorneys, ex-Gov. Johnson and C. O. 8im- 
mons. The latter made the argument for the 
new trial. Two points were made 


by him and they were that the 
court erred in instructing for murder in 
either first or second degree, as it could 
not bea higher offense than manslaughter, 
and second that the Court had erred in in- 
structing the jury as to the duties of the de- 
fendant as an officer at the time of the trouble. 
The killing, Mr. Simmons urged, lacked pre- 
meditation and reflection, which it should 
have to be a case of murder in the first degree, 
and it could not have been murder in the sec- 
ond degree unless the defendant killed Horne 
immediately after the latter had made a vulgar 
or obscene remark before Dierberger’s 
mother and sister. This he did not do. They 
had trouble first and he killed Horne in the 
struggle. It could not therefore be a case of 
murder in either the first or second degree, 
and the Court erred in instructing for those 
degrees. Then the Court had stated in its in- 
structions tnat when the defendant undertook 
to suppress the trouble he was an officer. It 
should have instructed that he was an officer, 
anyhow, and that it was his duty as such to 
3 2 the trouble. 

ircuit Attorney Clover made à brief argu- 
ment against the granting of the motion, 
answering the points made by Mr. Simmons. 
He said the Supreme Courthad not heid that 
the defendant was a constable, but that, so 
far as this offense was concerned, he should 
be considered as such, as the supposition was 
that he believed himself to be one, and acted 
upon that belief. Mr. Clover showed clearly 
that there were the elements of murder in the

Judge Thomas overruled the motion for a 
new trial, and also overruled the motion in 
arrest. He then called Dierberger up and 
sentenced him to ten years in the penitentiary 
in accordance with the verdict of the jury. An 
appeal was allowed, and he was released on 
bond to await the result of it.

Vanderbilt as administrator, and Counsellor 
John F. Hageman, in behalf of the 
Southern heirs, as for the ap- 
pointment of Edward Howe, President 
of the Princeton Bank, in place of 
Mr. Vanderbilt, they being satisfied with Paul 
M. After listening to remarks of counsel, the 
court made the appointment, naming Paul M. 
Toulone and George O. Vanderbilt as the ad- 
ministrators. Mr. Toulone accumulated all 
his wealth in New Orleans and during his life- 
time he gave $1,500,000 to the University in that 
city, which now bears his name. He also 
gave large sums to various public charities.

IRATE DELEGATES. 


DISSENSIONS CREATED BY THE COMMITTEE 
APPOINTMENTS. 


Delegate Peter Gundlach Feels Insulted— 
Delegate J. M. Sullivan Expresses Him 
self Freely—No Changes Will Be Made 
by the Speaker of the House—The May. 
or’s Perplexing Dilemma 
Political Gossip. 


The Municipal Assembly heid its first 
regular business meeting last night, and al- 
ready a feeling of dissatisfaction exists 
among a large number of the members which 
portends a storm in the near future. 
The trouble grows out of the 
peculiar political formation of the 
Council and House standing com- 
mittees and is laid indifferently at the door 
of the individual kicking members, the Presi- 
dent of the Council and the Speaker of the 
House, according to the politics of the person 
concerned. In the Council both Republicans 
and Democrats are kicking over President Geo. 
W. Allen’s appointments, while in the House 
of Delegates the complaints are confined to 
the ranks of the Republican Delegates. 

Mr. Peter Gundlach of the Sixth Ward, who 
enjoys the distinction of being ‘‘the oldest 
member on the floor,’’ and who never tires of 
inflicting his colleagues with that information 
upon every occasion and upon the slight- 


est provocation, started the ball roiling 
last night by resigning his place on the 
House Committee on Fire Department. He 
accompanied his resignation by an indignant 
protest against the appointment of the com- 
mittees by the Speaker without first 88 
ing him as the representative of ‘‘a | 
— — distriot. '“ He said that — 
Republicans had been badly treated, in- 
sulted’’ was the word he used, 
by the Speaker in not obtaining 
proper representation on the important com- 
mittees. Mr. Gundlach's resignation was im-

The Federal Grand-jury, now sitting at the 
Government building, is vigorously prosecut- 
ing the investigation into the election frauds.
